Say Need Is Not Pressing.
Officers of the American Institute of

Architects who have visited members
of Congress, state that these members
believe the opposition to the central
plant la fostered bv the companies now
furnishing heating, lighting and power
to the department buildings. The archi-
tects point out that they do not oppose
the predion of the power plant, but
jnerely urge that it be not built on the
proposed site.

The statement from the Society ot
Pine Arts also states that the need for
a central power plant is not pressing.
The Capitol and several departments
already are supplied with such a plant.

"These smoke stacks," the statement
crrrtlmiea, "would immediately upon
erection, become tho dominant note in
every broad view of Washington The)
would Interfere with some of the finest
vistas, they would intrude upon the
magnificent park which is taking form.
The building by which thoy would be
surmounted stands between the Tldsl
Basin and the Washington channel, and
would become the most conspicuous
building in the city, bar none."

Gifford Pinchot Addresses Meet-

ing Under Auspices of Na-

tional Defense League.

Por the t'nltcd states to win any
great xnr It must hac Its resources
of powei toal. oil, and water power
under Its tonliol. ulffoid Pinchot told
an audience last night In tho Public
Library. The meeting was under the
auspices of ihe National Dcfcnsel

and Mr. Pinchot spoke on
"Conservation As a Basic Pactor In
National Defense."

"Preparedness is not a short Job,"
ho said. "If theio Is one characteris-
tic of flic American peoplo I would
change It Is their conception of time.
They havo the idea that preparedness Is
something that can be done at once,
and that things must be dono now or
not at all '

Tho tpe of preparedness needed in
this countrv. he told his hearers, Is ono
of following out for many jcars Bomo
definite plan. Ho said It Is as necessary
to have the national mind back of de-
fense as it Is to hac the college stu-
dents back of a football team.

"We have no storo of nitrates to make
explosives,'" he warned, "so we must
take it out of tho air with electricity If
we aio cut off from our source of
supply In Chile."'
